Law has nor poſitively declared the ſingle 


act to be Criminal, or to patch up the 


proof of Crimes alledged, by the help 


of popular Suggeſtions, general Odiutns, 


or the Calumny and Reproach of Mens 


Tongues, without plain and undeniable 


Evidence of Fact, legally atteſted by 
unexceptionable Witneſs, and by fair 

and open Tryal of the Perſons Accuſed. 

It was for this Reaſon; that as ſoon as the 

Revolution had taken place in theſe 
Kingdoms, Laws were made in favour of 
Perſons Accuſed, particularly thoſe Acts 
Intituled, To Regulate Tryals in Caſes of 
Treaſon, Whereby the Priſoners or Per- 
ſons Accuſed, were allowed Copies of 


their Indictments, needful Time to pre- 


pare for Tryal, acceſs of Perſons to aſ- 
fiſt them, and in ſome Caſes Counſel to 
Plead for them, all which were wont to 
be refuſed in Tryalsfor Treaſon. It was 


upon this very account that we called

Sidney, Sir Tho: Armſtrong, Mr. Corniſh,

: AER Caloge, and othets wha fell under 
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the like Injeftice1 in the late King Charle?s 
Reign, a kind of Murther, altho' — 
were Sentenc'd by the Courts of Juſtice, 
had formal Tryals by Juries and before 
the ordinary Judges, as in ſuch Caſes the 
Law directed. 
Nothing is a Steer Proof of this, 
than the Preamble to the ſeveral Acts of 
Parliament for reverſing the Attainders 
of thoſe very Perſons laſt named, which 
being the Act and Deed of the Parlia- 
ment, the true Repreſentative of the 
Nation, the ſame Power of which we 
are now ſpeaking, no better Authority 
can be required in this Caſe. 
It was this killing Men by Forms of 
Law, which that - noble Patriot the 
Lord Ruſſel, upon his Tryal at the OlA- 
Bailey, ſtiled the worſt ſort of Murther. 
Nor can we in this Caſe omit the Caſe of 
the Earl of Srrafford, in the Reign of 
King Charles 1 where the ſeveral ſteps 
taken by the perſuers of that Noble Per- 
fon to bring him to the Block, were fo 
manifeſtly the effects of Party- -prejudices, 
that albeit, we who call our ſelves Whigs 
are unjuſtly Reproach'd with, yet we 
have, as Whigs, upon many occaſions, 
teſtified our Abhorrence and Diſlike of

This will effectually vindicate us from 


all the unjuſt Aſperſions which ſome are 


now caſting upon us, of puſhing an Par- 


ty Revenge; thirſting for Blood; reſol- 

ving to depend upon VOICES and 
not Pleadings; and to Condemn by 
NUMBERS, not by the Merits of the 


Caſe, and will prevent the Reproaches 


of Pofterity, when perhaps our Chil- 
dren may fall under the ſame Oppreſſion 


from others.
